Australia is likely to rejoin the Oceania Con- 
federation at its meeting in Port Moresby on 


April 21. 


And ASF president Sir Arthur 
George Is said to have the 
numbers to be elected president 
of Oceania. 

Australia withdrew from 
Oceania over various issues, in- 
cluding its voting structure and its 
attitude to China and Taiwan. 

Now it has submitted a sugges- 
ted new constitution and if it is 
accepted, Australia will rejoin the 
Confederation. 

The changes which would be 
brought about by the new con- 
stitution are: 

@ That only four nations have 
the right to vote — Papua-New- 
Guinea, Fiji, Australia and New 
Zealand. 

@ That the secretary does not 
have the right to vote; 

@ That there be only one vice- 
president instead of four; 

@ That the only votes be: two 
by each of the four voting nations 
and the casting vote of the presi- 
dent. 


As a member of Oceania, Aust- 
ralia would try to revive the dor- 
mant Oceania Cup competition 
for nations in the region, and 
would try to start an Oceania 
youth cup. 

Meanwhile, Sir Arthur 
George and ASF secretary Brian 
le Fevre are preparing to visit 
FIFA headquarters in Zurich next 
month, for a decision about 
whether the 19817 world youth 
championship finals will be held in 
Australia.

Give the kids a break 


The inevitable transfer bot- 
tleneck at the start of the 
season has been penalising 
junior players in Victoria for 
long enough. 


Every year, “passport updates and 
transfers are held up because of the large 
volume of work involved as the junior 
seasons kicks off in Victoria. 


The same _ situation, 
applies in other States. 


presumably, 


It is all very well saying that passport 
updates should be taken care of by the 
clubs concerned before the Christmas 
break. 


However, club secretaries, com- 
mittees and coaches change during that 
break. The outgoing people will not in- 
volve themselves in inconvenient trips 
back and forth from Soccer House if they 
are not sure of holding their positions the 
following season. 

Allow me to put forward a scheme 
that would cut out a lot of the dis- 
appointment which young players are at 
present expected to endure, while they 
wait for their passports to be processed. 

At present, two passport photos are 
required by Soccer House for any pass- 
port update or for any passport change 
necessitated by a junior transfer. 

I suggest that the club concerned 
bring in a third passport photo which 


‘is stamped on tthe back with the of- 
ficial VSF stamp, and onto which a 
registration number is written. 


The boy can then play that weekend 
upon production of the stamped photo, 
and he can continue using that photo for 
identification until his passport is proces- 
sed by Soccer House, 


| appreciate that there has been fear of 
cheating in the past. This suggested 
Scheme removes such a possibility, and 
adoption of the scheme would show to 
one and all that the VSF really is sensi- 
tive to the feelings of small boys who, 
after all, know nothing about bureau- 
cracy. All they want to do is have a kick.

Preston Makedonia striker George McMillan earned a reputation of 
being a kamikaze soccer player last season. Few players in Australia 
challenge for the ball with the same fervour and commitment as this 


tough Scot. 


McMillan has lost none of 
tis fire and aggression this 
season, but has added a 
subtle edge to his game 
which has made him stand 
out as one of the ‘class’ 
players in the Victorian State 
League. 

McMillan is an enigma 
among soccer players. Every 
week he runs his heart out, 
doing the work of two men 
and receiving plenty of pun- 
ishment. Yet big George 
doesn’t believe in physiother- 
apy and prefers to treat his 
own injuries. 

He refuses to accept any- 
thing but the best from him- 
self. Last season McMillan 
won Makedonia’s best and 


fariest, was the clubs top 


goalscorer, was equal second 
top goalscorer in the State 
League and finished in the 
top five in the Rothmans 
Medal count. But he wasn’t 
joking when he told people he 
didn’t have a good season! 
McMillan is a very con- 
scienfious player. 

George realises the batte- 
tings he takes from defenders 
are part of the game. 

“| like to be involved in the 
game,” he said, “and being a 
forward I'll always get a hard 
time from defenders. | don’t 
like a game to get dirty and 
violent, but I'll always give 
back to the defenders what 
they dish out. If there is a 50- 
50 ball the defender will 
know | mean business. 

“I’m not really a centre 
forward like Jamie Paton 
of Slavia. I'm more of a 
worker. It doesn’t worry 
me to get kicked, but | get 
upset if | see team mates 
not putting in effort. If I’m 
working for my team 
mates they should be 
working for me.”’ 

Another problem George 
faces nearly every game is 
keeping cool. Niggling ankle 
taps and bone-shattering 
fouls have a tendency to 
make a player go wild and re- 
taliate. 


It's hard to keep cool in 
that situation,” said George, 
“but these days | can stay in 
control. When Makedonia 
played Croydon City earlier 
this season, Steve 
McCombe was handing out 
some rough stuff. | was 
pleased | didn't lose my tem- 
per, although | did explode 
once. But he was sent off tn 
the end.” 


Although McMillan has 
never had a serious injury 
from soccer, he picks up 
knocks and strains all the 
time. His self-treatment 
process involves a lot of mind 
over matter. 


“Unless you have a serious 
injury, like a damaged cart-

ilage or something like that. 
you should keep training. 
Even if | can’t keep up with 
the other players, I'll still get 
out on the training track with 
an injury. 

“Pulled muscles need 
stretching to get them right, 
while bruises aren't much 
trouble.” 

McMillan puts his improve- 
ment this season down to his 
team mates. 

“Makedonia has a better 
team than we did last sea- 
son,” said George. “With 
players like Robert Cullen 
and Jeff Faulkner around 
me |! look good. We have 
some really good players at 
Preston, and we are enjoying 
our soccer at the moment. 

“Last season Essendon 
Croatia was the best side in 
the league. But this season 
Makedonia has the edge and 
we are a good chance for the 
championship.” 

With McMillan firing, Pre- 
ston has a great chance. | ad- 
mired George last season for 
his persistence and courage, 
but there’s no doubt he’s a 
much better player now. The 
secret seems to be that he is 
slowing himself down when 
he gets possession of the ball. 
Instead of trying to crash his 
way through, he can now 
steady himself, then dribble 
past his opponent. Every 
game has seen George pro- 
duce something extra and he 
looks set for a great season. 

Makedonia manager/coach 
Tony Vrzina has nothing but 
praise for McMillan. It’s no 
secret Vrzina intends to build 
his team around McMillan. 


“George has a very positive 
attitude now, “said Vrzina. 
“He’s confident he can beat 
any defender in the State 


League. Sometimes that's a . 


disadvantage, because 
George always wants to start 
even with an opponent, then 
take him on. I'm trying to get 
him to be more mobile when 
the ball is not near him. He 
will then be harder to pick up 


and will surprise his oppo- | 


nens. 
“At training, no-one works 
harder than George. He's 


always encouraging his team 
mates to give extra, and 
always sets an example. 

“His temperment is a 
problem. Defenders try to 
upset him and Georg 
must try to ignore these 
players. He should laugh 
at them, and show them 
by scoring a goal” 

McMillan was born in Edin- 
burgh Scotland on October 
27, 1952. 

At schoolboy level he 
achieved success, represent- 
ing Edinburgh schools at 
primary and secondary levels. 

Later McMillan reached 
the last 26 of the Scottish 
schoolboys team. Unfortuna- 
tely for George, he didn’t 
make the final squad of 16 
but was happy to have been 
selected in the 26. 

He had trials with East Fife 
but didn’t get anywhere. It 
was around this time McMil- 
lan made an important dis- 
covery. 

“| used to be a soft player,” 

he said, “but when | was 
about 18, | was playing for a 
focal team. A 50-50 tackle 
was on and | made up my 
mind to go as hard as t could. 
1 didn’t feel a thing and | 
came out with the ball. From 
then on | was never afraid to 
go in hard.” 
_ McMillan has played as a 
forward for most of his career 
but when in his late teens, he 
Switched to centre half for a 
while. 

“That gave me a chance to 
hand it out to forwards, “he 
laughed. 

In 1973 Malcolm Brown, 
the coach of Azzurri Perth, 
was in Scotland to look for 
players. He offered George 
the chance to go ‘Down 
Under’ and McMillan jumped 
at the opportunity. 

Azzurri was a top team in 
Western Australian soccer, 
and McMillan collected a fair 
few medals. But most rewar- 
ding for the striker was his 
representative games for the 
State. 

McMillan played 25 times 
for WA, including games 
against class touring teams. 
Glasgow Rangers, Manches- 
ter Utd, Spurs, Sunderland, 
Dundee and Middlesbrough. 

McMillan also made 
tours of Indonesia with 
the WA Satate teams. 

"When | was given the 
chance to play against the 
likes of Rangers and Man- 


chester Utd., | knew | had 
made the right move in 
coming to Australia,”— said 
George. 


McMillan’s most memo- 
rable game was against 
Rangers. 

“| scored the winning 
goal in a 2-1 win, “’ He said 
proudly. “‘It wasn't a diffi-

cult goal, but it gave me a 
lot. of satisfaction.” 

McMillan completed a 
unique double last season 
when he played for Victoria 
against Dundee. | wonder if 
any other player has repre- 
sented two States against the 
same touring team. 

At club level, Azzurri had as 
coach for two years Duncan 
McKay, who later coached 
Essendon Croatia and the 
Victorian State team. Of 
course, McKay is a former 
star player with Croatia. 

But McMillan came to the 
end of the road in Perth. He 
had achieved considerable 
success in the State, and 
wanted to move on to better 
things. 

“Without being big-head- 
ed, “said George, “| was at 
the top in Perth and had no- 
where else to go. | wanted to 
improve myself but that 
wasn’t possible in WA” 

Luck was with George be- 
cause Frank Burin, manager 
of Essendon Croatia, offered 
him the chance to move to 
Melbourne. 

"t didn't think twice about 
the offer,’ said George. 

While in Perth Burin also 
signed Alan Kerr, the 
captain and midfield strong- 
man of Esseonon Croatia last 
season. 

Kerr, who was with 
Second Division club Croatia 
Perth at the time, is currently 
on the sidelines after a knee 
operation. 

McMillan was in for a 
shock when he started his 
career in Victorian soccer. He 
left Perth in search of better 
soccer but found the Victor- 
ian State League wasn’t as 
good as the WA First Divi- 
sion. 

“There are a lot of good 
players in Perth,” he said. 

However, since first sam- 
pling Victorian soccer in 
1977, McMillan said the 
standard has improved. 


"The introduction of the 
Philips League robbed the 
State League of good stan- 
dard soccer,” said George,” 
but now the soccer is getting 
better all the time.” 

McMillan played half a 
season in 1977 with Essen- 
don Croatia, which was 
coached by Duncan McKay. 
McMillan kept up his link with 
McKay when in 1978 the pair 
teamed up in the Victorian 
team to meet Dundee. 

McMillan came to Victoria 
on a loan agreement. It was 
this which caused him to 
leave Essendon for Preston. 

“Azzurri wanted a farily big 


fee for my release,” he said. 


"Croatia didn't want to pay it, 
so Makedonia stepped in. 

"Makedonia has been very 
good to me, and | want to 
repay the club by winning a 
trophy this season.” 

| put to McMillan the ques- 
tion asked of most of the top 
players in the State League: 
Would you like to play in the 
Philips League? George's 
reply was not what I ex- 
pected. 

“*I'm not too keen to get 


into the national league,”” 
he said. ‘It's more profes- 
sional, but the travelling 
would get me down. If 
Makedonia got into the 
league I'd go with the 
club, but I don’t know how 


long | could take it. One 
season would probably be 
enough.” 

Strange, but George 
McMillan’s idea of success 
isn't the same as most play- 
ers. The national league may 







be glamourous but to George, 
success is being satisfied 
with the way he’s playing. 

And with the self-critical 
McMillan setting high stan- 
dards for himself, he’s got 
plenty to aim at.
